The members of the central fuvenile 
reformatory committee which adopted 
the outline of the great reformatory 
plan are: 

Rev. Crawford Jackson, 
Judge W. R. Hammond, Dr, W. W. Lan- 
drum, Colonel. Clifford I. Anderson, 
Captain J. W. English, W. Kelley, 
ex-Governor Northen, Clark Howell, John 
Temple Graves, W. Woods White, Ma- 
jor J. R. Guinn, W. 8. Witham, Frank 
Kastman, Rev. Alfred BH. Seddon, John 
H. Dennis. secretary and treasurer, and 
Joseph Jacobs. 

The plan which they voted on yester- 
day was as follows: 

1. We want an institution fn the south, 
to SB known as the ——— juvenile pro- 
tectory, for the correction and proper 
training of delinquent and dependent 
ohfldren of both races and both sexes. 

2. Both the races and the sexes to be 
trained in suitable and separate schools, 
sufficiently removed from each other. 

3. Not only ts the principle of the sepa- 
ration -of the races and the sexes to be 
observeé, but there should be, for the 
best results, the entire separation of the 
wayward from the dependent and more 
fnnocent children. as well as the older 
from the younger. 

4 This will necessitate the cottage or 
home-life eystem, rather than the “instl- 
tutional method,”’ which {ts less desirable 
than the former, in the wisdom of many 
ehild trainers. 

5. All the Inmates are to be given men- 
tal moral and industrial training being 
half of each schoo] day in the training 
room and the other half at work in the 
field or avorkshop, with some time each 
day for recreation. and a longer time for 
play every Saturday. 

6. Religious services, strictly on a non- 
sectarian basis, are to be conducted daily 
in each cottage or schoolroom and at 
least two special services on Sunday, 
with as many inmates as possible col- 
lected in a central chapel. 

7. At least 500 or 1,000 acres of land 
are to be purchased for agricultural and 
other purposes. 

8 Children are to be received into the 
echool from parents, guardians Or other 
responsible persons, or consigned by mu- 
nicipal, state or federa] authorities, and 
their expenses paid by all such consign- 
ing authorities, whenever possible, under 
such laws as may be in force in the 
various states. and also under such reg- 
ulations as shall be adopted by the 
board of trust for the Institution. 

9. Truly wayward or inoorrigible chil- 
dren are to be refused, umiless the pa- 
rents. guardians or other persons re- 
sponsible for the same shall agree, legal- 
ly and in writing for such children to 
remain in the institution as long as the 
managing authorities think best. — 

10. Such regulations are not to apply 
to dependent and {innocent children 
whose parents or guardians wish them 
for a longer or shorter perlod to be 
availed of the educational adavntages 
of the school. 

ii. Poor or unfortunate minors, |6 
years of age and under—in some excep- 
tlonal cases !8 years to be the limit— 
-with or without parents or guardians, 
who will be subject to all the prescribed 
rules and regulations, are to be given 
free tuition, whenever they are willing 
to work sufficiently to pay for their 
board gnd like necessary expenses—such 
beneficiaries to furnish only their books 
and clothing. This system is to apply 
only to purely indigent tnmates. 

12. The immediate and cpnstant man- 
agement and control of all matters per- 
taining-to the institution are to be vested 
in-an executive board of three, two of 
whom shall be mefnbers also of a larger 
board of trust, which shal] have not less 
than !$ members, who will hold the prop- 
erty in trust; who shall also have pow- 
er to make or modify -or repeal! al] laws 
and regulations governing the institution 
which are not in conflict with the general 
laws of the land, as well as power to 
elect or remove all officers, teachers 
and employees of the school. 

13. In addition to the executive board 
and the board of trust, there should be 
a etil] larger advisory board, represent- 
ing as many states as could be interested 
fn the avelfare of the Institution. whose 
members shall be nominated by 
board of trust and appointed by the goy- 
ernors of the several! states ‘ntereste 
The members of this advisory board 
shall be empowered to receive funds for 
the ‘institution, and shal] be invited and 
expected to meet once a vear in confer- 
ence with the board of trustees.

To this [I re- 
plied, “Gentlemen, you don’t understand 
the situation. I wanted to make the race 
and was urged to do so by many friends, 
and would have done so had I known in 
time that Judge Maddox was going to 
withdraw.’ ' Senator Cann fdoked sur- 
prised, and asked me ff it was true that 
I did not know it, and =I told 
him that I did not. He then replied that 
he knew st, and had thought that 1 knew 
it. J asked him where, when and how, 
he found it out, and he said that some 
months before the withdrawal, when his 
brother was an applicant for the city 
court judgeship of Savannah he wrote 
Gordon Lee a letter, asking him to write 
the governor in behalf of his brother for 
the judgeship; that a few days there- 
after, and by due cOurse of mall, he re- 
ceived a letter from Lee, and opening it

Cann Tells of the Letter. 

“I laughingly remarked that 
if I had read a letter which had been 
sent me by mistake, I might have been 
able to have thrown some light on the 
subject. Judge Fite at once eagerly 
caught the remark, and asked me to 
what letter referred.

No country furnishes a better example 
for the failure of the Westructive critics 
of the Bible than Germany. very one 
of the modern claims of evolution, char- 
acter salvatfon and non-inspiration of 
the \Bible “las passed through Germany, 
and oh, what havoc it has played. Today 
there is no such thing as a fixed religious 
faith to be found in Germany, They do 
not know what they believe, hence there 
is no Sabbath and practically no con- 
science, 

This, of course, has 
true of Germany. It was here that the 
great reformation was fought out. It was 
here that prima} Christianity once held 
Sway; but alas, alas, the itching ears of 
the rich and the cultured must be tickled, 
and the pulpit to tickle them must De 
liberal; thence the destruction of faith. 

Here is where our so-called “advanced 
thinkers” get their thoughts. They are 
“advanced” far enough to be dead in 
Germany; for, thank God. though we are 
affiicted with them {n this country. and 
I am sorry to say more and more tn the 
ecuth, they have spent their day in Ger- 
many. 

Professor Holtzmann, one of Ger-

scientists as it should he; that there was 
not much encouragement given to men 
of that class, and that it was difficult 
to find men to do the work the Ameri- 
can farmer wants -doOne, without a 
stronger force of trained men. We found 
it necessary to prepare to train within 
ourselves, There were s0 many 
to be done that the universities and col- 
leges of the land haf not yet set about 
doing that we have had to do a great 
deal along the line of. strengthening the 
department: and so I was compelled te 


push it in all possible directions, to se- 
lect strong men, and interview congress 
occasionally for increased appropria- 
tions. We have been doling what we can. 
We have come to the place where I have 
been able to give sOme thought to the 
experiment stations of the country. Of 
course it {s desirable that the whole 
shoukl work together as a unit, that 
whatever the department can do to 
strengthen a station anywhere it shall 
do, and that whatever cooperatiOn can 
be had between the department and the 
stations shall be had along lines that 
arg proad and natiOnal in their effects, 
And then when it comes to the peint of 
what the station can do for its own lo- 
cality, I come up against the position 
that the stations are not strong enough 
to do all the work that their own locali- 
tles require. The federal government is

‘We can find facilities for cooperation 


'with every station in the world, and we 


are d0ing that with nearly every station, 
in some regards, 
not money enough to equip their staffs 
sufficiently so that they can attend to all 
the requirements of thelr own people. 
The stations have a great deal cOmpared 
with what they had some years ago. 
They have educated men, they have or- 
ganizations, they have buildings, they 
are in touch with their people; but they 
have not got the wherewithal to do the 
work that the people in the several lo- 
calities want done, with a very few ex- 
ceptions, To that end I am preparing 
my report for cOngress, and [I am earn- 
estly urging upon congress to give the 
stations more money to enable them to 
do their work. If we could only get that

the Georgia experiment station, and 
has be€n urged upon farmers for a num- 
ber of years. The essential purpose of 
sowing in open furrows is to prevent the 
killing of the oats by a severe freeze, 
and the experience of the station has been 
abundantly confirmed by thousands of 
farmerg who have tried the plan. The 
“ridging”’’ of the land (after thoroughly 
breaking), then sowing the oats and bar- 
rowing or brushing the seed in is an 
old plan, and is much better than sowing 
the se€d broadcast and then plowing or 
harrowing them in, and is almost as good 
@ plan as sowing with a regular grain 
drill, such as is used for sowing wheat, 
But when sown by either of these plans 
the oats are still liable to be killed out, 
by a severe freeze. But 
if laid in well broken | 
18 inches apart, by means! 
fertilizer distributor, and 
left open (mot covered), the oats coming 
up in the. boftom of the furrow, wil: 
weather we ever 
have. The ridges of soft earth thrown 
from the furrows will have mostly been 
leveled down by harvest time and will 
not be at all in the way of a@ reaper or 
mower.

DEAD COTTON AND TEXAS. 

George Bellamy, Shiner, Texas—I want 
to make a few remarks about our dead 
cotton proposition. It noticed in me 
editor’s comment on my letter that he 
seemed to be of the opinion that I in- 
sinuated that corn and sorghum would 
die on land that cotton died on. But to 
the contrary, if you will notioe I only sald 
Oats and sweet potatoes would not make 
on land wherg cotton died. Though sor- 
ghtum planted on land too jong in suc- 
cessive crops in a few years will only 
yield about one-third of a crop, owing tu 
the strength of the land as to the time re- 
quired. We have land in Texas that wil 
grow one bale of cotton per acie With 
half cultivation. Then we have land that 
will not grow 200 pounds per acre with 
the best of cultivation. Understand, we 
don’t use fertilizer. We have land that 
sells from $1.50 to $100 per acre, 10 mules 
from @ railroad. It @an be bought 100 
miles from a railroag from $i to 34 per 
acre—fine black level land. Texas hag 
anything you want. In parts of Texas | 
we have people who have vegetables the 
year round, while in other parts gardens 
are green only a few months in each 
year.

A fertilizer for all kinds of grapes | 
should contain a large percentage ot 
potash and not too much nitrogen. The 
following would be a good mixture:

Cotton seed meal.. .. ws. «os ..100 

650 lbs. 

In place of the muriate of potash, 450 
pounds of kainit may be used, if found 
more convenient. From 56 to |I5 pounds 
—according to size and age of the vine, 
not close around the parent stem. The 
fertilizer may be applied in January or 
February, and raked in with a@ prong 
noe. 

Be careful not to plow or otherwise 
stir the soll more than two or three 
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inches, or in such manner as to mangle 
roots .

“TURNOU®”’ OF LINT. 

D. Luyle, Coolidge, Texas—Seeing ques- | 
tions being discussed in The Constitution | 
a@s to cotton making a better turnout by 
being packed away for fifteen or thirty 
days, I will offer my idea for considera- 
tion. It is this: Cotton packed for thir- 
ty days gets into a better condition for 
ginning, and, therefore, a better turnout 
of lint, ang less seed. Ag proof, will 
cite you to the oi] mill men. They re- 
gin all seed afd get dally a greater 
amount of lint from some lots of seed 
than they get from other lots. [ supose 
cotton lint is done growing when it opens. 
If not, why not grow on after it ig 
woven {nto cloth? 

Answer—It is true that green (freshly 
picked) damp cotton does not gin 80 well 
or so clean as if dry. But this difference 
would be obvious and not at all myster!i.- 
ous. Moreover, it would not, as a rule, 
amount to much. The reginning secures 
about an average of 20 pounds of linters 
from a ton of seed, or 10 pounds from 
the seed produced by one bale. [I think 
the variation in ‘turnout’ is reasonably 
and sufficiently accounted for by . the 
fact that the lint is usually dry ~when 
the seed cotton is stored away in the 
house; but the seed are still more or less 
moist and will continue to dry out if 
tne seed cotton be permitted to remain for 
some time before being ginned.

Answer—The recognized treatment for 
lumpy jaw: When the tumors are ex- 
ternal] and attached to soft parts only 
except by a trained veterinarian, becaus2 
of the liability to injure important nerves, 
ducts, etc. Unless the tumor be com- 
pletely removed it will reappear. rhe 
constitutional treatment consists In giv- 
ing large doses of iodide of potassium, 
Bay it4¢ to 2% drams once a day, dissolved 
in water and given as a drench. If che 
dose be 6ufficiently large signs of what is 
called “‘lodism’’ should appear In eight or 
ten days. These signs are scurfy skin. 
weeping from the eyes, catarrh of the 
nose and loss of appetite. When these 
Symptoms appear the iodine should be 
Suspended for a few days and resumed 
in same dose. ~A case requires from three 
to six week’s treatment.
